Two negroes, enrollees at C C. C. camp, M. P No. 2, escaped from 
the Adams county jail at 9:45 o'clock this morning, and were last seen 
running south near the buildings of the Gettysburg gun club. 
They are Loenye Freeman, 19, and William Parsons, 18, both of South 
Philadelphia. 
While Noah Jeffcoat, turnkey at the jail, was exercising IO other 
prisoners on tire east side of the jail yard, Freeman and Parsons climbed 
to the roof of the cell block on the west side of the yard, then made their 
way along the top of the 18-foot jail yard wall and slid down a locust tree, 
the branches of which extend over the top of the wall.
